The Northwood Story... 


The spectacular rise of the North- 
wood herd has stirred the attention 
of Shorthorn breeders throughout 
the world, Otto Grosse, Northwood 
Farms owner, approached the task 
of building the herd with the same 
vigor and determination that has 
made his Northwood Mink Farms 
the unrivaled leader in that great 
industry. There is always a common 
denominator to success .. . even in 
widely varied fields. However, there 
was a Close relationship in prin- 
ciple to achievement in the mink 
and Shorthorn industries. North- 
wood mink have reached the pin- 
nacle by breeding the world’s best 
pelts. This required, of course, the 
acquisition of the finest breeding 
stock, careful attention to genetics, 
proper care for health and develop- 
ment, sound customer relations 
practices. In one month, for ex- 
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ample, December of last year, 
Northwood sold over $1,000,000 in 
live mink for breeding purposes to 
buyers from all over the world.

“There is the problem of quaran- 
tines, shipping, and on many older 
animals, health tests. The easiest 
solution was to lease a farm over 
there, which we have done at Bog- 
head. This is capably managed. The 
cattle operate as a herd there, and 


as they are ready for shipment are 
being brought to North America. 


We expect another large shipment 
to arrive shortly before the sale; 
another in November.” 


Grosse added that one of the
